PUBLISHERS’ LEADER DENIES CHARGE 


The newspaper strike in Chicago shows 
evidence of approaching dissolution. Two 
body blows were given late Tuesday night to 
the effort to ‘tie up the entire industry when 
the mailers’ union, by a vote of nearly 
100 to 6, refused to go on. a sympathetic strike 
and when the electrotypers’ union, despite 
fervid appeals from radical members of the 
stereotypers® union, declined even to vote 
on the proposition. f 

The Typographical union held a meeting 
at 5:30 O clock last evening in Bricklayers’ 
halt, and, after listening to several addresses, 
adjourned without even taking a vote onthe 
proposition of violating their contract and 
| striking. : 

The meeting adjourned until next Sunday, 
when a secret ballot will be taken on the 
proposition of leaving the entire matter in 
the hands of the local executive board to act 
in conjunction with the international ex- 
ecutive council. 


Freel Continues His Efforts. 

James J. Freel, president of the Interna- 
tional Stereotypers’ and Electrotypers' 
union, continued his efforts to force the 
stereotypers to resume work and to end their 
illegal strike called in defiance of his spe- 
cifle orders. 

During the day regular conditions were 
more nearly approximated. The morning 


ö pers did likewise. 
he e f ‘he week it ‘bh expected that 
the — status will be resumed. 

Driven! to desperation by the collapse of 
the strike, the officérs of the pressmen's 
union started a movement to involve the 
entire country in the affray. Realizing that 
they have lost in Chicago, they have been 
sending telegrams, letters, and verbal com- 
munications from New York to Texas and 
from Vermont to the Pacific coast, ordering 
pressmen to get ready for sympathetic 
strikes. 


Appeal for Financial Aid. 

They also have made appeals to various 
unions for financial assistance. In some 
cities they were voted a small amount; in 
others they were told that the unions would 
not assent to assesments and that the Chi- 
cago people, haying started the row, would 
have to fight out the battle themselves. 

The orders for a general strike containe 
many misleading statements. Tey alleged 
that the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
association, at its recent meeting in New 
York, had started a war of extermination on 
union labor in the hewspaper offices of Amer- 
ica. It also was set forth that a fund of 
$150,000 had been raised for this purpose and 
that the Chicago trouble was the first blow 
in the campaign. 

No such fund was raised and no such war 
on unionism was contemplated. 


Letter of Publishers’ Leaders. 

Elbert H. Baker of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, president of the American 
Newspaper Publishers“ association, last 
night took cognizance of the situation and 
sent the following letter to Mr. Berry: 

„George L. Berry, President International 
Pressmen’s Union. Hotel Planters, Chicago, 
ijl.—My Dear Mr. Berry: My attention has 
been called to the fact that duringsthe last 
few days you have sent communications to 
various parts of the country in which you 
ordered the members of the local unions to 
prepare for sympathetic strikes on the 
ground that the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ association planned a fight against 
organized labor at its annual: meeting in 
New York. You have also been quoted ae 
having said since your grrival in Chicago 
that the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
association at that meeting appropriated 
$150,000 to conduct a fight on organized 
labor, and that the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association is inciting-a general 
lockout against organized labor in the news- 
paper business. 

“ Neither a fight nor a lockout has ever 
been considered by the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ aesociation. The majority of its 
members conduct closed shops and are on 
friendly terms with their employés. A large 
percentage of our members have local agree- 
mente with the several unſons of the printing 
trades and now hold arbitration contracts 
for their various mechanical departments. 
They not only live up to these contracts to 
the letter, but desire that the unions shall do 
likewise. In this they have been ably sec- 
onded by Mr. James M. Lynch, president of 
the International Typographical union; Mr. 
James J. Freel, president of the Interna- 
tional Stereoty pers and Electrotypers’ union; 
and Mr. Matthew Woll, president of the In-, 
ternational Photoengravers’ union.

WHY A MALARIAL PLACE IS EASILY 


HE nen eee after getting 
into a blood cell, grows unti! it about 
fills it and then divides into a dozen 
young ones, which, in turn, get into 

new. blood cells. The chill comes 
when the uew germs are being born 
through, the splitting up of the old one; 
the fever stage lasts through the youth of 
the germs. Where there is a chill every 
day the germ is born, passes through — 
youth, middle age, old age, and dies, ail 
within twenty-four hours. Where the chili 
comes every other day the life cycle takes 
forty-eight hours. 

When the patient is having a succession 
of chills, fever, sweats, and well days, the 
organism is going through a corresponding 
succession of changes. This series is called 
the aséxual cycle because young are begot- 
ten without any sex impulse, or rather 
with a sex impulse that is inherited. 

os 

But asexual reproduction cannot be in- 
herited for many generations. In higher 
beings sexual reproduction is necessary for 
ench generation; in bees asexual reproduc- 
tion can go on for a few generations. A 
fertilized queen bee can beget queens 
that, without being fertilised, can bear 
young queens. Two or three generations 
without sexual stimulation is the limit 
with bees. 

Going lower in the scale, we come to ma- 
larial germs. They can produce for, say, 
thirty generations without fertilization, 
Somewhere before the end of the thirty 
generations the organism must find its way 
into a mosquito, else it will spontaneously 
die off or go ‘into an inactive, restinz 
state in the spleen or bone marrow. If it 
gets into a mosquito in time it there passes 
through a series of changes called the 
sexual cycle, after which it is ready to go 
back into human blood, able to run a new 
asexual cycle. Then there is the sexual 
cycle in the moequita, the asexual cycle in 
man.

The practical point is that malaria re- 
quires two hosts—men and mosquitoes. 
Unless the germ can

pass back aud forth 1 these, the 
infection dies out. Both sick men and 
sick mosquitoes are necessary. 

Here is the reason that it is so easy to 
make a malarial place non-nialarial. Ik 
you can keep men from getting malaria or 
keep mosquitoes away from malarial men 
or keep infected mosquitoes away from 
men, you can make a sickly section into a 
healthy one. 

It is not necessary to do all these things. 
It is only necessary to do one of the three. 
Drop one link and the chain breaks.

Want Vacant City Lots 
Given Over to Children. 


The delegates to the convention of the IIII- 
nois Congress of Mothers and Parent Teacher 
associations, which opened yesterday at the 
Hotel Sherman, heard themselves, and the 
mHority of mothers accused of causing most 
of the domestic -infelicity which is rampant. 

There would be no need for a Court of Do- 
mestic Relations, they were told by Judge 


the court were correctly taught as children. 

Neither boy nor girl has been taught the 
duties of husband or wife,“ he said. ‘‘ Do- 
mestic science is a lost art. The vanity; of 
dress and the glamour of society have occu- 
pied the attention of children since they were 
ih their early teens. They have not had the 
right home training. 

— 

Home conditions at present are a serious 
failure in preparing men and women for the 
making ofthe home. The absolute ignorante 
of the masses in regard to the responsibili- 
ties, duties, rights, and privileges of married 
life is appalling and the home should be sub- 
jected to the gravest criticism. I know o no 
place on earth where happiness may be more 
enjoyed or where hell may be more endured 
than in the home. Whether your sons and 
daughters will find happiness in the homes 
they make when they marry depends upon 
the training you give them now. | 

For ages we have tried to check and con- 
trol the evils of domestic life-through divorce, 
but you cannot legislate happiness into a 
home. 

-*e- 

Our laws are lax in permitting people to 
marry. I am opposed to early marriages and 
marriages on short acquaintance. The ma- 
jority of them result in discontent, trouble, 
and discord. I am firm in the belief that one 
of the essential requisites to the securing of a 
marriage license should be at least thirty 
days’ publicity before the license is issued. 

I believe they should obtain a clean bill 
of health from some duly comstituted board 
of examining physicians. Few women can 
reform a man and few men can reform a 
woman after marriage. 

One of the most persistent foes of the 
home is intemperance. Drunkenness means 
poverty, brutality, and immorality. The sys- 
tem of treating is largely rssponsible for this 
in America. Few men intentionally go out 
with the express intention of getting drunk. 
It is usually the desire to be a good fellow’ 
and the inability to say no that leads to 
drunkenness.”

Mrs. Sturges said that Chicago should fol- 
low the example of Boston, where there is a 
city ordinance which compels owners to give 
the use of every vacant lot either for chil- 


She was followed by Miss Rose O' Hare, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

There are no playgrounds in the Tw enty- 
fifth ward. It is the object of this meeting 
to interest the mothers of children in estab- 
ishing this most essential institution for 
the physical and moral benefit of their chil- 
dren. In the meantime, however, there is a 
matter which we can accomplish without 
great expense and without legistation; that 
is the turning of all vacant lots into gardens, 


Last year we found that When the chil- 
dren were given the opportunity to plant and 
tend emal gardens of. their own they re- 
sponded in greater numbers than we hed 
Places for. Qur plan is to secure the permis- 
sion of the owner, though we hope later to 
have laws which will oblige the ‘owners to 
turn their lots over to us for the children’s 
use. This method of attending to the city’s 
vacant lots during the summer is beneficial 
in three ways. First, it is better for the 
health of the neighborhood that the lots, 
which are usually in an insanitary condition, 
be cleaned up and growing plants replace tin 
cans, ashes, and other rubbish. Second, it 
improves the appearance of the neighbor- 
hood. The best reason of all is that it fur- 
nishes children pleasant, healthy, and re- 
munerative occupation during their vacation 
season. It aleo keeps them out of trouble.” 

Edward B. De Groot gave an illustrated 
talk on the *‘ Social Value of Our Recreative 
Centers.

“We have all got to face-our recreative 
problems sooner or later,“ said Mr. De Groot. 
“Chicago has made a good start, but a 
glance at our juvenile criminal statistics 
shows that there is much still to be done.

Conference Plans Fight 
Against Tobacco Habit. 


Pupils Toll Mayor f = | 
to Kill All Mosau 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 8.—[Special.J— 
The use of tobacco will act as a bar to the 
election of any man to the episcopacy, or 
to any other office in the gift of the general 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal church 
if the resolutions passed today by a three- 
fourths majority are acted upon when the 
voting begins. 

The introduction of the resolutions by the 
Rev. Robert Stephens, Danville, Ill, and 
the debate and vote which followed were the 
sensations of this morning’s session. The 
resolution adopted is: 

% Resolved, That it is the sense of this gen- 
eral conference that no person should be 
elected to any office within the gift of the 
general conference who uses tobacco in any 
form.” 

The resolution is signed by: Robert Steph- 
ens, J. W. Miller, and W. J. Davidson. 

While it was said that the resolutions were 
not to be construed as a personal attack 


] the effect of the resolutions. Will, be a bar 

to one of the most prominent aspirants to 

the episcopacy and also to at least two other 

men who hold important elective positions 
and are candidates for reéitction. . 

The main argument of those who urged 
the resolution was that the law of the Meth- 
odist church requires all candidates for the 
ministry to promise to abstain from the use 
of tobacco in all of its forms, and there- 
fore it is not consistent to allow men holding’ 
the highest office in the church to practice 
a habit not allowed among the rank and file. 
Dr. Robert Watt of Smyrna, Del., made the 
one speech against the resolutions. The 
reply to Dr. Watt was made by James R. 
Gettys of David City, Neb., who said the per- 
sonal liberties of men were infringed upon 
but that the general conference hada right to 
define the qualifications of the men whom it 
chose to select as its leaders and representa- 
tives.
